PROPERTY  TAX  EXEMPTIONS 

The  Town  of  Alton  has  a  number  of  property  tax  exemptions  available  to  qualified  residents.  Throughout  this 
report  are  summaries  of  the  exemptions  available,  the  qualifications  for  each  exemption,  and  the  amount  applied  to 
either  the  assessment  or  property  tax  amount: 

Veteran's  Exemption  -  1)  has  to  be  a  resident  of  the  State  for  at  least  one  (1)  year  previous  to  April  1st  of  the  year  in 
which  the  exemption  is  applied  for.  2)  has  to  have  served  not  less  than  ninety  (90)  days  in  the  armed  forces  of  the 
United  States  in  a  war  of  conflict  as  outlined  in  RSA  72:28.  The  exemption  in  the  amount  of  $50.00  is  applied  to  the 
amount  of  taxes  paid.  An  exemption  of  $700.00  is  also  available  to  the  Veteran  if  he/she  is  100%  permanently 
disabled  as  a  result  of  a  service  connected  injury.  A  copy  of  the  DD214,  or  discharge  paper  is  required  when  applying 
for  this  exemption.

TIMBER  TAX  LAW 

Effeaive  1  April,  1986,  legislation  governing  timber  tax  has  been  modified  to  redefine  the  term  "owner"  which 
previously  referred  to  the  timber  harvester,  to  now  mean  the  landowner,  who  must  sign  the  form. 


Further,  it  exempts  persons  who: 

1 .  Cuts  up  to  10,000  board  feet  for  his  own  use. 

2.  Cuts  up  to  20  cords  for  own  consumption. 

3.  Governmental  entities. 

4.  Engage  in  the  cutting  of  right-of-ways  unless  wood  or  timber  is  sold. 

The  yield  tax  constitutes  a  lien  on  all  real  estate  of  the  land  owner.  The  new  law  also  establishes  an  appeals  board  and 
procedures.

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FISCAL  NOTE 

For  those  who  have  been  concerned  as  to  what  effect  approval  of  various  appropriations  and  budget  requests  would 
have  on  your  tax  bill,  the  following  facts  might  prove  helpful: 

1 .  Based  on  the  tax  base  and  revenues  in  1985,  each  $100,000  of  budget/appropriations  adds  approximately  99ct  to 
the  tax  rate. 

2.  The  current  sales/assessment  ratio  is  42%.  For  example,  a  property  selling  for  $100,000  would  ordinarily  be  assess- 
ed at  $42,000.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  assessed  value  may  be  unrelated  to  appraised  value  or  selling  price. 

3.  The  assessed  value  is  what  is  carried  on  Town  records  and  is  the  value  the  tax  rate  is  applied  to.  The  assessed  value 
divided  by  $1,000.,  multiplied  by  the  tax  rate,  equals  tax  liability.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

In  1 986  the  staff  of  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Wolfeboro  and  Vicinity  macJe  6,934  honne  visits  to  563  residents 
of  the  eight  towns  where  we  provide  services.  1 ,203  visits  were  made  to  74  Alton  residents. 

Home  Health  Services  are  provided  under  direct  orders  from  each  client's  physician;  these  orders  must  be  re-written 
at  least  every  60  days.  We  continue  to  bill  insurances  whenever  possible.  We  utilize  a  sliding  fee  scale  to  determine  the 
amount  clients  will  be  billed  when  insurance  coverage  is  not  available;  needed  care  is  never  denied  because  of  a  client's 
inability  to  pay  for  services.  Home  Health  Aide  Services  are  provided  through  our  contract  with  the  Lakes  Region 
Community  Health  Care  Service. 

Our  Clinic  Services  continue  to  be  utilized  by  residents;  31  pre-school  children  are  enrolled  in  our  Child  Health  Pro- 
gram, which  is  primarily  funded  by  a  Grant  from  the  State  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health;  36  residents  attended 
our  Influenza  Immunization  Clinic  at  the  Alton  Community  Center;  and  92  children  were  immunized  at  an  Immuniza- 
tion Clinic  at  the  Alton  School.  Carol  Murtagh,  one  of  our  staff  nurses,  is  available  at  the  Mount  Prospect  View  Housing 
for  the  Elderly  every  two  weeks  to  check  blood  pressures  and  provide  health  counseling.  A  small  donation  is  requested 
of  those  utilizing  this  service  to  cover  the  cost  incurred. 

In  future  years  the  decade  of  the  1980's  will,  I'm  sure,  be  known  as  the  time  of  dramatic,  and  sometimes  drastic 
changes  in  the  health  care  field.  Increasing  technology  in  diagnosing  and  treating  diseases,  changing  insurance  rules 
and  regulations  and  changing  attitudes  are  bringing  about  many  changes  for  both  the  health  care  providers  and  the 
recipients.  The  Board  of  Directors  of  this  Agency  are  very  actively  involved  in  studying  ways  of  implementing  the 
changes  necessary  to  assure  that  the  residents  of  our  area,  will  have  access  to  the  services  you  will  need. 

We  continue  to  be  grateful  for  the  support  we  have  received  throughout  the  year  from  many  Alton  residents:  Mrs. 
Pauline  Tilton,  Mrs.  Gwendolyn  Jones  and  Mr.  Robert  Calvert  who  have  or  are  now  serving  as  Board  Members;  the 
School  Nurse;  Volunteer  at  our  clinics;  other  Community  Agency  Personnel;  and  all  residents  who  have  supported  our 
Appropriation  Request  and  our  Annual  Fund  Drive.  The  Board  of  Directors,  the  Staff  and  1  thank  you  all.

Considerable  increases  in  new  housing  starts  and  the  estimated  value  of  construction  were  noticeable  this  year.  A 
total  of  338  building  permits  were  issued  in  1986.  There  were  99  building  permits  issued  for  new  residential  dwell- 
ings, the  majority  are  being  built  for  year  round  occupancy.

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ALTON  LANDFILL  REPORT 

YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1986 

The  past  year  showed  little  increase  in  the  volume  of  waste  disposed  of  in  the  Alton  Landfill.  A  total  of  8,957  cubic 
yards  of  waste  and  cover  material  was  placed  in  the  landfill  for  1986.  This  volume  represents  49%  of  the  yearly 
projected  yearly  volume  of  18,360  cubic  yards. 

For  the  six  and  one  half  years  of  operation  -  the  landfill  has  received  67,147  cubic  yards  of  rubbish  and  cover 
material.  The  Town  has  used  approximately  36%  of  the  available  space  for  disposal. 

Your  continued  cooperation  for  voluntary  separation  is  appreciated.  Scrap  metals,  newspapers,  cardboard,  glass 
bottles,  and  aluminum  cans  are  a  resource  which  can  be  re-used.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  ALTON  WATER  COMMISSIONERS 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31 ,  1 986 

The  Alton  Water  Works  closed  out  a  very  productive  year  in  its  continuing  efforts  to  provide  an  effective  and  low  cost 
municipal  water  service  to  Alton  residents  within  the  water  supply  network. 

The  Commissioners  adopted  very  realistic  and  obtainable  year  end  goals  which  included  such  projects  as  replace- 
ment of  the  turbine  pump  unit  at  the  Alton  Fire  Department  Pumphouse  and  initiation  of  a  corrosive  water  treatment 
study  for  possible  implementation  in  late  1 987.  Our  primary  focus  was  to  take  positive  actions  to  improve  the  existing 
water  delivery  system  such  as  replacing  customer  service  valves  and  feed  lines  from  the  water  mains  at  no  individual 
cost  to  the  consumer.  Several  new  service  connections  allowed  for  actual  inspections  on  mains  and  gate  valves  which  re- 
main in  very  good  condition.  Our  meter  installation  program  is  progressing  with  more  intensive  efforts  planned  for 
1987. 

The  commissioners  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Mrs.  Pam  Andrade  and  those  many  dedicated  Town 
Hall  employees  for  the  unselfish  efforts  provided  this  commission  in  dealing  directly  with  our  customers  when  we  were 
not  available  and  for  providing  us  with  their  invaluable  administrative  support  for  little  or  no  financial  compensation. 

Lastly,  Alton  residents  should  remain  aware  of  the  fact  that  your  Water  Department  continues  to  be  totally  self- 
sufficient  and  operates  entirely  off  of  the  revenues  generated  from  our  users.  Your  tax  dollars  in  no  way  subsidize  com- 
missioner's salaries,  administrative,  or  other  operating  costs.

The  Alton  -  Alton  Bay  Improvement  Committee  met  five  (5)  times  during  the  year  1 986.  It  made  a  priority  list  for  im- 
provements in  the  Bay  area,  which  Includes  sewerage  and  enforceable  town  ordinances  to  include  a  limit  in  the  amount 
of  time  a  boat  may  tie  up  at  the  public  docks. 

We  polled  surrounding  towns  as  to  what  facilities  and  regulations  they  have  at  their  public  areas.  We  set  up  and 
presented  to  the  selectmen  some  long  term  goals  such  as  sewerage  and  commercial  ideas.  Our  short  term  goals  include 
painting,  planting  trees,  more  grass  areas,  shrubs  and  repaving  of  parking  areas. 

We  asked  three  (3)  landscape  architectural  firms  to  bid  on  a  design  for  the  Bay  area  which  would  be  paid  for  by  the 
appropriation  voted  on  at  last  year's  town  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GILMAN  LIBRARY 

The  Gilman  Library  continued  its  pattern  of  growth  as  well  as  its  commitment  to  serving  the  town  of  Alton  with  a 
well-rounded  book  collection,  exciting  programs  for  children  and  adults,  and  an  attractive  function  room  for  eligible 
organizations.  The  book  collection  numbered  1 1,859,  patrons  1,673,  the  circulation  figures  reached  19,388,  while 
584  volumes  were  added  to  the  collection. 

The  Agnes  Thompson  Room  hosted  83  meetings  and  programs,  several  of  which  featured  local  artisans.  One  pro- 
gram was  funded  by  the  New  Hampshire  Council  for  the  Humanities,  and  several  were  co-sponsored  with  other 
organizations.  During  the  school  year,  35  movies  were  shown  to  the  school  children  with  films  donated  by  Village 
Video.  Story  hours  were  held  on  a  weekly  basis  for  3-5  year  olds.  During  the  summer  months,  an  8-week  reading  pro- 
gram, "Treasure  for  the  Taking",  was  held  for  children.  As  has  been  the  custom  since  1983,  Shibley's  provided  an  ice 
cream  cone  for  each  child  who  reached  the  halfway  mark  of  the  reading  contract,  while  the  reader  who  completed  the 
contract  was  rewarded  with  a  trip  to  the  New  Hampshire  Science  Center  in  Holderness.  The  trip  was  sponsored  by  the 
Alton  Office  of  the  Farmington  National  and  Savings  Bank.  Summer  activities  also  ran  for  eight  weeks.  Some  of  the  pro- 
grams included  a  puppet-building  workshop  with  Susan  Ackley,  a  trip  to  Sunny  Slopes  Farm,  and  a  talk  about  animals 
by  Dawn  Newlin.  The  children  presented  a  "Country  Fair"  with  games,  food,  puppet  show,  and  crafts  which  they  had 
made,  earning  $130.00  to  purchase  children's  books  for  the  library. 

Along  with  the  monthly  addition  of  new  books  and  magazines,  10  audiocassettes  were  added  to  the  collection.  A 
complete  set  of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  a  calculator  were  gifts  from  patrons.  Many  new 

books,  as  well  as  money  to  purchase  books,  were  contributed.  All  these  items  were  greatly  appreciated. 

The  Friends  of  the  Gilman  Library  yet  again  assisted  the  Library.  The  yearly  calendar  was  the  money  raising  project, 
and  proceeds  provided  a  puppet-building  workshop,  electric  typewriter,  2  magazine  subscriptions,  and  refreshments 
for  the  various  programs.  The  Friends  also  assisted  as  hosts  for  many  of  the  programs.  Their  contributions  and  personal 
assistance  greatly  enhanced  the  well  being  of  the  Library. 

The  Library  continues  to  be  aware  of  and  grateful  for  the  support  offered  by  the  townspeople,  organizations,  and 
local  businesses.  Special  thanks  are  given  to  Delma  Messenger  who  assisted  with  lawn  plantings,  and  John  Moynihan 
who  helped  with  ongoing  projects  around  the  Library,  and  Cindy  Miller  who  volunteered  once  again  with  story  hour. 
The  dedicated  services  of  Susan  Lord,  the  assistant  librarian,  and  Sydney  Merrill,  volunteer,  are  also  recognized  and  ap- 
preciated. We  all  remain  eager  to  serve  the  Town  in  any  way  possible.  For  those  who  patronize  the  Library,  thank  you; 
for  those  who  have  yet  to  come  in,  please  do.  We'll  do  our  very  best  to  help  you.  The  Library  belongs  to  everyone  and 
everyone  is  always  welcome.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

This  year  has  been  a  challenging  one  for  the  Planning  Board.  The  unprecedented  number  of  subdivisions  for  lots  that 
have  been  requested  is  unequaled  in  our  history. 

The  Planning  Board  has  received  to  date,  applications  for  subdivisions  of  383  lots  compared  to  36  last  year. 

For  the  first  time  in  our  history,  we  are  dealing  with  subdivisions  of  major  proportions,  along  with  the  continued  re- 
quests for  minor  ones.  This  has  required  a  great  deal  of  time,  effort  and  expert  advice,  in  order  to  insure  the  quality  of 
life  as  we  now  know  and  enjoy  in  Alton. 

Although  many  of  the  subdivisions  required  professional  and  expert  advise  for  the  Planning  Board,  1  am  pleased  to 
inform  you  we  managed  to  stay  within  our  budget  of  $14,725.00  with  no  substantial  increase  projected  for  the 
coming  year.  We  have  received  $10,434.00  in  fees,  charges  and  postage  that  returns  to  the  general  fund. 

Realizing  the  future  impact  on  the  community  as  a  result  of  subdivisions,  the  Planning  Board  strongly  supports  a 
Capital  Improvement  Program  as  a  financial  tool  to  develop  the  master  plan  and  to  chart  the  town's  anticipated  capital 
needs  in  regard  to  roads,  sewer,  water.  Police,  Fire  and  Schools. 

The  Capital  improvement  Program  will  provide  a  time  table  to  acquire  these  improvements  and  help  in  keeping  our 
tax  rate  within  reasonable  proportions.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board  whom  I  have  had  the 
honor  to  work  with:  Dr.  Stephen  Barsanti,  Vice  Chairman;  Laura  Whittemore,  Secretary;  Members  Tom  Varney,  Chris 
Wyatt,  Ron  Cornelisson;  and  Selectman  Rep.  William  Moore.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ALTON  PARKS  &  PLAYGROUNDS  COMMISSION 

Phase  1  of  the  recreation  program  -  a  basketball  court,  has  been  completed  and  next  year's  plan  is  to  continue  land- 
scaping this  area.  The  skating  area  has  been  very  successful  and  a  thanks  to  the  Water  Commission  for  the  hydrant  and 
the  Alton  Fire  Department  and  volunteers  for  their  time  in  flooding  the  rink. 

Phase  II.  A  note  of  thank  you  to  the  Joneses  and  McGuirks  for  the  land  gift  of  the  acreage  along  the  Merrymeeting 
River.  The  town  has  taken  possession  of  this  land,  but  this  project  is  still  pending  subject  to  the  grant  funds  and  the 
results  of  a  new  appraisal  of  the  property  which  was  requested  by  the  government.  The  Barbershoppers,  Little  League, 
Legion  and  other  groups  have  shown  interest  in  this  proposed  recreation  program  and  hopefully  this  project  will  start 
in  the  spring,  with  or  without  the  grant. 

Phase  III  trails  have  been  marked  in  the  State  Forest,  but  volunteers  are  needed  to  work  on  it  to  make  this  project 
successful  for  cross-country  skiing,  walking  and  jogging  trails. 

Funding  has  been  requested  for  an  activities  director  with  the  support  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  and  hopefully 
will  be  the  start  of  more  year  round  activities. 

Many  thanks  to  Herb  Persan,  the  commission  and  its  employees  for  all  their  efforts  and  support  for  a  job  well  done; 
and  once  again  to  the  organizations  and  individuals  that  have  given  their  time,  contributions,  and  funding  to  make  a 
successful  year.

Physically  Handicapped  Exemption  -  has  to  be  a  resident  who  has  a  physical  defect  or  infirmity  and  permanently  re- 
quires the  use  of  special  aids  to  enable  him  to  propel  himself.  An  exemption  in  the  amount  of  the  improvements  made 
to  the  residence  to  assist  the  physically  handicapped  person  is  deducted  from  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  estate. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  TRUSTEES 

The  first  year  of  the  Alton  Cemetery  Trustees  has  been  a  learning  year.  Although  it  is  through  State  Statutes  that  the 
position  of  Cemetery  Trustee  is  created,  nowhere  is  there  an  accurate  description  of  the  role.  RSA  289:  7  encompasses 
the  best  job  description:  "...funds  shall  be  held  by  and  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  town's  cemetery  trustees... 
It  shall  be  their  duty  to  supervise  all  such  cemeteries  to  the  end  that  said  funds  may  be  so  expended  as  to  best  serve  the 
purposes  for  which  they  are  raised."  It  was  in  discovering  and  learning  about  our  roles  that  2  of  the  3  elected  trustees 
resigned.  Not  wanting  to  rush  into  anything  and  needing  time  to  discover  some  of  the  basic  facts  that  were  unknown, 
the  current  trustees  decided  not  to  change  existing  operations  at  Old  and  New  Riverside  until  such  time  as  the 
necessary  information  and  knowledge  has  been  gained. 

By  working  with  the  Trustees^of  Trust  Funds  and  research  in  Probate  Records,  we  have  discovered  so  far  that  of  the 
approximately  120  cemeteries  in  Alton,  9  have  Perpetual  Care  funds: 

1.  Old  Riverside  -  %  of  perpetual  care  lot  as  yet  undetermined. 

2.  New  Riverside  -  100%  perpetual  care. 

3.  West  Alton  -  1  of  107  graves  has  perpetual  care. 

4.  Pinkhan/Bradley  -  9  graves  -  100%  perpetual  care. 

5.  Ellis  -  4  graves  -  100%  perpetual  care, 

6.  Crockett  -  9  graves  -  100%  perpetual  care. 

7.  Dr.  John  Morrison  -  6  graves  -  100%  perpetual  care. 

8.  Lemuel  Hayes  -  2  graves  -  100%  perpetual  care. 

9.  Smith  Meeting  House  Cemetery  Association  -  to  maintain  headstones  with  surname  "Gilman"  prior  to  1825. 

At  present  all  funds  held  by  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  for  perpetual  care  can  only  be  used  in  that  cemetery  for  which 
the  trust  was  created.  Fortunately  there  were  some  trust  that  provided  for  the  General  Maintenance  of  the  cemetery 
and  by  so  doing  our  entire  budget  comes  from  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds,  not  from  taxpayers. 

In  order  to  begin  the  long  task  of  restoring  abandoned  and  deserted  graveyards,  the  trustees  are  sponsoring  a  peti- 
tion to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000  for  "the  maintenance  of  old  graveyards  in  Alton". 

Goal  of  Cemetery  Trustees:  included  here  are  appeals  for  help  for  anyone  having  information  or  knowledge  pertain- 
ing to  the  topic. 

1).  To  improve  and  update  the  maintenance  of  all  cemeteries  and  graveyards  with  perpetual  care.  To  this  end  we 
will  be  looking  for  up  to  4  part  time  assistant  caretakers  at  the  hourly  wage  of  $5.00.  We  are  seeking  caring  people, 
minimum  age  1 8.  The  hours  worked  are  flexible.  In  1 986  we  advertised  all  summer  and  could  hire  no  one  at  minimum 
wage.  If  interested  contact  trustees.  We  plan  to  start  maintenance  in  third  week  of  April. 

2).  Encourage  formation  of  volunteer  group  -  "Alton  Graveyard  Association"  to  help  restore  and  maintain  many  of 
the  abandoned  and  deserted  graveyards.  Once  opened  up  we  will  be  looking  for  neighbors  to  "adopt"  maintenance. 

3).  We  seek  to  document  the  location  and  ownership  of  cemeteries  and  graveyards.  If  you  know  of  cemeteries  that 
are  not  in  Cemeteries  In  Alton,  N.H.  by  Albert  E.  Barnes,  please  make  a  sketch  of  the  location  or  contact  the  trustees.  To 

date  the  total  number  in  Alton  is  uncertain,  but  approximately  1 1  5  -  120. 

4).  We  seek  to  form  new  Perpetual  Care  Trust  Funds  by  donation,  For  example,  in  the  West  Alton  Cemetery  only  1 
grave  of  107  has  perpetual  care  funds  -  which  earn  approximately  $20.00  annually.  This  means  that  only  $20.00  can 
be  spent  in  this  cemetery  annually  -  unless  other  funds  are  raised  by  taxation. 

5).  We  seek  copies  of  any  deeds  to  cemetery  plots  other  than  New  Riverside.  Prior  to  the  opening  of  New  Riverside 
it  appears  that  no  deed  copies  were  made  in  Town  Hall  and  almost  no  receipts  can  be  found.  Anyone  with  knowledge 
of  deeds,  references  to  deeds  in  letters  or  diaries  for  older  cemeteries  is  invited  to  please  contact  the  trustees.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LAKES  REGION  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  operating  year  1986  has  brought  extensive  work  on  a  number  of  projects  of  regional  importance  which  will  be 
of  benefit  to  the  28  individual  towns.  These  include: 

1.  Technical  assistance  in  setting  up  capital  improvement  programs  vitally  needed  to  accommodate  rapid  growth. 

2.  A  regional  transportation  study,  part  of  the  N.H.  Department  of  Transportation. 

3.  Survey  of  the  regions'  shoreline  zoning  ordinances  and  other  regulations  and  preparation  of  a  model  shoreline 
ordinance  (overlay). 

4.  Update  of  the  1977  Regional  Land  Use  Plan  (partly  funded  by  the  Office  of  State  Planning). 

5.  Work  on  ground-water  protection  for  revision  of  master  plans. 

Assistance  and  mapping  services  have  been  provided  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  both  as 
membership  services  and  under  low  cost  contract.  The  town  was  represented  at  all  regularly  scheduled  meetings.

REPORT  OF  THE  LACONIA  DISTRICT  COURT 

The  District  Court  continues  to  sit  at  Alton  every  Tuesday  afternoon  at  2:00  p.m.  during  the  months  of  May,  June, 
July,  August,  September  and  October.  The  rest  of  the  year  the  court  sits  the  first  and  third  Tuesday  of  the  month.  At  the 
present  time  only  criminal  cases  are  heard  in  Alton,  but  we  hope  to  begin  experimenting  some  time  this  year  with  civil 
cases  where  all  the  parties  live  in  the  Alton  area.  We  also  plan  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  hearing  juvenile  cases  at  Alton 
but  there  are  a  few  obstacles  which  must  be  overcome  first. 

During  1986,  some  101  trials  were  conducted  in  the  Town  Hail  courtroom.  During  the  same  period  the  District  Court 
handled  a  total  of  about  17,500  cases  from  throughout  the  county  and  had  revenue  of  nearly  one  million  dollars. 

We  look  forward  to  working  with  the  people  of  Alton  in  1987.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 
STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1 985  and  June  1 985,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal.  The  two  leading  causes  of  forest  fires 
were  again  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable, 
but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for 
more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent 
timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire 
Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  starting  April  1 ,  1 986.  This  is  a  change  in 
the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.
